Twenty-eight prominent American ci- 


tizens, including Cardinal (iibbons. have 
signed an address to President Wilson 
asking him "to re-submit the peace treaty 
to the senate, and appealing to him to 
accept such leserva lions to the league ol 
naiions as will insure its ratification. The 
petition declares that "we believe that 
the senate reservations are harmful ex- 
cept to the extent that they are unneces- 
sary. 
I'he responsibility for the 


reservations and their defects rests with 
their authors and not with the author of 
the covenant. But even with the u-ser- 
vations the covenant 
with the moral 


force of the Tniled States under your 
leadership behind it is of such value to 
humanity at this moment that we look 
to you to carry it now into effect and to 
lead the world's opinion in its operation." 


These views, which are in line with 


those of former President Taft, repre- 
sent we believe the judgment of the 
country. Mr. Taft would prefer to see 
the treaty ratified as written, and so 
would a/ majority of the American peo- 
ple, but when it is conclusively estab- 
lished that politicians in the senate will 
not permit ratification in this form then 
it is time to .compromise the difference 
and take the league in the best shape it 
can be secured. Eighty per cent of a loaf 
of world peace is better than no loaf, 
and it is true that what is left of the 
league as modified by the reservations is 
a tremendous force for peace and a 
greater stride away from war than the 
world had dreamed would be taken be- 
fore Ihe European saturnalia. "We have 
a right." said Mr. Taft in Appleton Tues- 
day night, "to demand that the president 
also waive something so that we can 
achieve the greatest step forward ever 
taken in the history of the world." This 
represents the American spirit of com- 
promise, and with Europe steadily drift- 
ing back to a policy of militarism and 
unable alone to give effect to the spirit 
and restraining force of the league with- 
out the United States, and with the cri- 
tical domestic situation resulting from 
the inability to conclude peace, we be- 
lieve it is the better part of wise states- 
manship to indorse this compromise and 
place the full responsibility for impair- 
ing the league upon the senate. 


The attitude of complete hostility to 


the league voiced by men like Senator 
Knox and Senator Johnson represents 
no 
considerable 
part 
of 
American 


opinion. It represents nothing construc- 
tive, and whatever the motive back of it 
it merely panders to Pro-German influ- 
ences and those elements which were 
un-American throughout Ihe war. 
Mr. 


Taft very properly condemns the Knox 
peace resolution and questions its con- 
stitutionality. It is as he sa"ys an "unsat- 
isfactory" way to conclude peace; in- 
deed, il is a great deal more than this, 
for it compromises the honor of the t'nit- 
ed Stales ami belies every jiurpo.se we 
prol'ess< d in associating ourselves with 
the allies for Ihe overthrow of (iermati 
militarism and the destruction of war. 


The jircsidcnt could render no higher 


service to the country at this time than 
to veto this peace resolution if it is 
passed, and simultaneously he can add 
to iliis distinguished ser\ice by giving 
ground which will assure ratification of 
the treaty and league of nations, thereby 
insuring to the world the full fruits of 
the victory of 1!M8 and advancement to- 
ward the goal of universal peace which 
is so substantial as to constitute an in- 
valuable gain [o civilization and hu- 
manilv. 


AIH'LT 
ILLITERACY 


There is no longer need r,f concern 


about the education of American chil- 
dren, victory in Ihe battle for compul- 
. M>ry education laws having definitely dis- 


an adult illiteracy that still needs atten- 
tion in many states, and the work that 
Georgia is doing in this particular is 
worthy of wide attention. 
Georgia's 


compulsory education law brought ap- 
proximately -10.000 new children into the 
public schools, but the state was not con- 
tent to stop there. 
A little less than a 


year ago a determined campaign against 
adult illiteracy was begun, a muninissioii 
put in charge-with $12.500 to start the 
work and already there are highly pro- 
mising results. 


By the tirst of last February 1,M2 


adult classes for study of reading, writ- 
ing and simple arithmetic had been 
formed with an enrollment of 20,055 per- 
sons, both negroes and whites. The for- 
mer, it is reported, showed a greater 
readiness to take advantage of the op- 
portunity, many illiterate whites having 
a false pride that made them reluctant 
to admit their need of the classes. Up to 
the date mentioned 7.-152 adults had ac- 
tually learned to read and write. A sj>e- 
cial text book adapted to the needs of 
adults is used by special instructors en- 
gaged in this work and the 1.500 regular 
teachers who are giving a large amount 
of their spare time to such instruction. 
Persistence in this admirable undertak- 
ing should in no great while cause adult 
illiteracy virtually to disappear, and so 
excellent a plan may well serve as a mo- 
del in other states. 


AFTER EIGHTY-FIVE 
YEARS 


The comments on America by Adolphe 


Allix, professor of history in the univer- 
sity of Lyons, in a recent address at Sa- 
vannah, recall those made by a distin- 
guished visiting Frenchman 85 years ago, 
partly because of their frankness but 
chiefly because they are so different. In 
1835 be Tocqueville saw a union of 
states, not yet developed into a nation, 
and was deeply impressed with the rel- 
ative strength of the states and weakness 
of the central government. "Patriotism," 
wrote De Tocqueville, "is still directed to 
the state and has not passed over to the 
union. 
Whenever the federal govern- 


ment has anything to do with a state, it 
begins to parley, to explain its motives 
and justify its conduct, to advise and, in 
short, anything but command." 
The 


state government, on the other hand, 
"prefers its claim with boldness," and 
''experience has hitherto shown that 
whenever a state has demanded any- 
thing with perseverance and resolution, 
it has invariably succeeded." 


Today the situation is reversed. So 


great has been the change in 85 years 
that another scholarly French observer 
does not even mention the subject that 
struck De Tocqueville with so much 
force. 
What seems chiefly to impress 


Prof. Allix is the wastefulness of Ameri- 
can life, which he attributes to hurry. 
Another thing he gently criticisis is our 
"over-emphasis of the trivial" and un- 
due regard for externals, an "unequalled 
machinery for publicity being too little 
used in ways helpful to the intellectual 
fiber of the people." In his opinion 
America is lacking in what Europeans 
regard as freedom, and he cites prohibi- 
tion as one of a number of examples. In 
this connection it should of course be 
borne in mind that from the point of 
view of a citizen of vine-growing France 
wine is not a demoralizing drink but is a 
necessary daily ration.
